He Declares American 
Has Strange Emotions 
When He Sees League 
Working Without U. S. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Geneva, August 6.—‘“The welfare 
of the league of nations and the wel- 
fare of our own country would be 
advanced if we entered into full mem- 
bership in the league of nations; but 
it is apparent from an intimate view 
of the situation here that member- 
ship of the United States is not es- 
sential to the life of the league of 
nations,” said James M. Cox, former 
governor of Ohio, this evening in a 
speech delivered to the members of 
the secretariat of the league of na- 
tions and prominent men of Switzer- 
land. Mr. Cox since his visit here 
has made a thorough examination of 
the workings of the league at its head- 
quarters. 

“We shall indulge in no  predic- 
tions for the future,” Mr. Cox con- 
tinued, “but it goes without saying 
that our country is progressive and 
humanitarian. I have no disposition 
to criticise our government at Wash- 
ington. We will assume that its poli- 
cies are based upon a conscientious 
regard for the common welfare.

League to Stand. 

“However, it must be remembered 
that presidents, prime ministers and 
cabinets come and go. International 
confereyces meet and adjourn, but 
the league of nations stands as a 
working organization through three 
hundred and sixty-five days in the 
year as a permanent institution for 
progress.” 

Mr. Cox prior to his address had 
spent several days examining the 
workings of the commissions of the 
league secretariat, and the result of 
his observations formed the principal 
subject of his speech, delivered at a 
banquet in’ his honor givelr by the im- 
ternational, club. 

“The dream of generations has 
come true,” Mr. Cox began, referring 
to the first decisions handed down 
by the permanent international court. 
“What statesmen and international 
jurists have regarded as a possibility 
throughout the years,” he added, “is 
now a reality. We have the inter- 
pretation of international law by a 
distinguished body whose contribu- 
tion to progress will be a peace based 


on justice.’ Mr. Cox recalled a ref- 

erence made by the toastmaster to 

the United States and said in reply: 
Strange Emotions. 

“Tt must be confessed that an 
American has strange emotions when 
he visits Geneva. He looks across 
the lake to the soil of France, where 
thousands of our brave boys are in

While reports received by officials 
here have acquainted this govern- 
ment with the activities of Japan in 
aireraft construction, and while Great 
Britain has just officially announced 
her intention ef creating a 500-plane 
fleet for home defense, a definite and 
comprehensive program to provide an 
adequate air defense for the United 
States has been quietly worked out 
by the air experts of the army and 
navy. 

The activity of the three leading 
naval powers toward aircraft con- 
struction indicates that both in the 
matter of money and craft, armament 
competition already has been trane- 
ferred from the water. to the air, The

4. Equipment of every fighting ship 
and many of the auxiliaries with an 
alrplane catapault, and whengver pos- 
sible Janding gear, something like 300 
planes being needed for this, 

5, Quantity production of the dead- 
ly torpedo plane, all metal-type, as 
soon as experiments now being car- 
ried out demonstrate the most suit- 
able type for use on ships. 

6. Systematic development of land- 
ing fields at seaports for the fleet 
fliers’ use and of landing fields laid 
out along definite @erial lines all over 
the country.

The same results, Dr. Steinach 
claims, can be attained with human 
beings, that is, a man of eighty can 
be brought back twice to the age of 
forty, thus lengthening his life to

ENGINES CRASH 
NEAR BIRMINGHAM. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 6.—Engi- 
neer J. V. Turner, of Jackson, Tenn,

In the concluding speech of his 
recent campaign United States Sen- 
ator “Jim” Reed, of Missouri, de- 
clared before a St. Louis audience 
that the democrats “should throw 
the league of nations corpse into 
the discard and go to bat upon live 
issues.” 7 

Simultaneously David Lloyd 
George, premier of Great Britain, 
was speaking before the National 
Free Churcn council, in London; 
and in the course of his address he 
declared that the league of nations 
“is an essential part of the ma- 
chinery of civilization,” and, he 
went on to say: “if it succeeds, 
civilization is safe. If it fails, and 
I speak advisedly, civilization is 
doomed!” 

Here, in bold contrast, are the 
opinions of two men whose names 
have been relatively associated with 
the league of nations issue in this 
country. 

The one was actively instru- 
mental in formulating the league 
covenant and in bringing about its 
ratification by his government, ag- 
gressively commending it to the 
rest of the world as a safeguard 
against future wars. 

The other, a member of the dem- 
ocratic party, was active as an 
enemy of the league, making com- 
mon cause with the republicans in 
the senate in blocking ratification 
by this government, as a means of 
“getting even with Wilson.” 

The one is universally rated 
among, the leading world statesmen 
of his generation.. 

The other is an American poli- 
ticilan, an opportunist who has 
sought to serve his personal polit- 
ical ends by opposing the para- 
mount policies and the leadership 
of his own party. 

The one, conversant with inter- 
national conditions, closely in 
touch with European sentiment, 
says the league of nations is “an 
essential part of the machinery of 
civilization,’ and that “if the 
league fails civilization is doomed!” 

The other, speaking from the 
limited viewpoint of ‘an American 
politician, without first-hand knowl- 
edge of conditions outside of his 
own country, says the league of 
nations is a “corpse” and ought to 
be discarded! 

As to which of these two opinions 
is the correct one, posterity will be 
the judge; and history can be re- 
lied upon to deal justly with “Jim”

THE TYPICAL AMERICAN. | 

Scientists of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution of Washington, D. C., as-| 
sert, after more or less exhaustive 
study, that there is no such thing 
as the “typical American’”’—typi- 
cal in physiognomy, stature, com- 
plexion, figure and so on. They 
concede there is a tendency to 
type, but a tendency only. 

Still the search for the “typical 
American” goes on. If it should 
ever be settled that “such an oe 
mal exists,” what, it may be asked, 
will have been accomplished? To 
borrow from a well-known comic 
artist, it will be another case of 
“Now you've got it, what are you 
going to-do with it?” 

The search reminds one of the 
late O. Henry’s clever story of the 
“Typical man about town.” Hav- 
ing read repeatedly of the “man 
about town,” the hero of this story 
starts out-in search of one of that 
particular species. His inquiries 
are directed to pgrsons in every 
walk of life without satisfactory 
answer. Finally, in his wanderings 
he is’ knocked unconscious by a 
passing automobile and taken to a 
New York hospital, where he re- 
mained unidentified for some -twen- 
ty-four hours. When he came: to 
and read an account of his acci- 
dent in one Of the daily papers, he 
found it concluded ‘with this state- 
ment:. “He seemed to be a typieal 
man about town.” F 

The true typical American may 
be much more readily discovered— 
typical not so much in stature and | 
figure, but typical .in believing, ' 
thinking and living in terms of 
American idéals. 

That’s the kind of “typical 
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American” we want more of. He | 
is numereus today and growing | 
more so. He respopds when there 
is need of his‘services. We should 
preach and teach “typical Amer.- 
canism” upon that basis. 

Every inhabitant of the country, | 
whether native or foreign-born, if 
he is a citizen enjoying its privi- 
leges and living upon its resources, 
should be a “typical American.’ 
We haven’t much room here for 
any other kind.

Then, as now, the first thirty days 
were fiddled away—I use the word 
“fiddled” in this connection advisedly, 
for Rome is still burning,—and the 
assembly, finding jtself, as a rule, in 
a jam at the e of the forty days, 
would usually vote an “extension’— 
which it had a constitutional right to 
do at the time—and this “extension,” 
usually ten days. would generally be 
voted for the ensuing mid-summer. 
The approach of the holiday season 
led to the “extension” being carried 
over to the following summer. 

It was this habit that finally led to 
the consolidation of these two yearly 
sessions into one fifty-day midsummer 
session; and to the constitutional in- 
hibition against any extension of time 
except, and except only, for the com- 
pletion of any impeachment trial, 
should one be in progress at the ex- 
piration of the fifty-day period. 

The amended state constitution of 
today is very plain on that subject. 

And if the constitution, which is 
the organic law, means anything— 
and it ought to mean everything— 
then all talk of this assembly at the 
close of the fifty-day session on the 
17th declaring a dies non in order to 
prolong the session, is simply tommy- 
rot. 

The constitution of the state is too 
sacred a document to be trifled with 
in any such manner; and certainly no 
act of a legislature sitting contrary 
to the fundamental law of the state 
could possibly stand the test of the 
courts. ” 

Therefore, despite the fact that the 
Georgia general assembly finds itself 
today in the last half of the ninth 
inning without a single run, there is 
no possibility of extending the time 
beyond the 17th of August unless the 
governor should immediately call an 
extra session; and in that event it 
could only be for a specific purpose, 
at which no other business could be 
considered,

MORE WATER. 

The newborn infant cries for noth- 
ing but water and should receive noth- 
ing else save regular four hourly nurs 
ing at the breast until lactation vj 


established. 

At birth about two-thirds of the 
body weight consists of water. Un- 
less water is freely given the new- 
born infant a feverish state is likely 
to occur, 

At the age of about three months a 
baby’s bleod is more watery than it 
has ever been before or will ever be 
again unless liquid diet is too tong 
continued. Babies kept on liquids and 
not given some solid articles such as 
well cooked vegetables strained through 
a sieve after the fifth month, cooked 
fruit pulp after the sixth month, thin 
cereal gruels after tne fifth montn. 
ete., are likely to suffer pathological 
effects from excessively watery blood. 
Remember, it is the character of the 
food which determines how much 
water is retained in the blood and tis- 
Sues, and not the amount of water 
the baby is given as a beverage or in 
his food. In warm weather, particu. 
larly, it isessential to give every baby 
agreeably cool water to drink as freely 
as his thirst demands at least three 
times daily apart from regular feeding 
tintes. A mother can scarcely give 
her baby too much water to drink. 

The drinking of large amounts of 
agreeably cool water tends to pre- 
vent excessive sweating, and not, as 
some people imagine, to -make one 
sweat more, 

Drinking water should be cooled in 
bottles or other containets kept on the 
ice, but. ice should not be put in the 
water, for two good reasons: (1) 
Excessively cold water is injurious to 
the stomach and digestion, and (2) 
Pure water is sometimes polluted by 
impure ice, for ice may contain liv- 
ing disease g°rms or ice may be itself 
polluted vy handling if the handlers 
happen to be carriers of disease germs. 

As much cold water as thirst may 
call for should be drunk immediately 
hefore or in the course of euch meal, 
for plenty of water favors good di- 
gestion and a preliminary drink of 
cool or eold water actually stimu- 
lates the secretion of gastrie juice. 
If thirst ca'ls for three glassfuls of 
water one should drink three and let 
the fogies do all the worrying. 

Every adult exhales about one pint 
of water in invisible vapor from the 
lungs daily. About three pints of wa- 
ter are eliminated daily through the 
kidneys, as a rough average estimate. 
Two quarts daily leaves the body in 
the form of sweat. About two pints 
are eliminated through the intestines. 
So it is obvious that health and com- 
fort demand that the adult shall ingest 
at least three quarts of water daily. 
A large part®%of that is ingested in the 
form of food. For instance strawber- 
ries and melons are about 90 per cent

Washington, August 6.—The rapid 
passing of the Bavarian crisis, which 
was for a moment advertised as

that matter Baden and Wurtemburg 
as well—and Prussia antedate the 
war, but strong as are these differ- 
ences, the economic interests which 
bind them to Prussia are far stronger. 

For the French, perhaps for Eu- 
rope, it would be a happy solution of 
present problems if the South Ger- 
man states should break away from 
Berlin and, perhaps in conjunction 
with Austria form a new confedera- 
tion.

Reactance Regulator—A form of “choke” coil of high self-inductance 
usually consisting of an iron core over which is wound a few turns of 
The turns may be tapped and connected to a 
multipoint switch. This form of coil is in general use for the purpose 
of regulating the amount of current flowing through a transformer in ar 


Grid Biasing Battery—A small battery commonly known as the “C”) 
battery, usually of the flashlight type of dry c@ls, connected in the grid 
circuit for the purpose of maintaining the grid at a negative potential 


Permanent Magnet—A substance which, having been magnetized, 
retains its magnetism permanently. Steel is commonly used for per- 
manent magnets due to its power to resist demagnetization. 

Dielectric—An insulating medium which separates the plates of a 
condenser and has the ability to conduct electrostatic lines of force. 
Air, glass and mica ara examples of a dielectric.

John C. White and C. F. Jackson, re- 
plying to the query of Chief Beavers 
in separate statements asserted they 
were not members of the order.

Sims declared he will answer all ques- 
tiong that are pertinent at the proper 
time and to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned including Chief Beavers. 

“T am not a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan and know nothing at all about 
the organization,” stated Dr. White. 
“I am, however, a Mason, an Odd Fel- 
low, a member of the Methodist church 
and a whole-souled prohibitionist.” 

Councilman Nutting declared: 
am not a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan or secret order of any kind. The 
real issue before the people in the 
mayoralty race that is of consequence 
is the fitness and qualifications of the 
several candidates for office.” 

Declaring he was not a member of 
the Ku Klux Klan and therefore not 
in a position to criticize it, Mr. Jack- 
son stated he was opposed to efforts 
on the part of any organization to 
usurp the powers of the proper author- 
ities. : 

Councilman Sims, in a written 
statement replying to inferences that

New York, Augusi ‘While the 
strikes have exerted un iucreasing ef- 
fect on industrial activity during the 
past week and while foreign devel- 
opments have hen somewhat unset- 
tled, the undertone in the country’s 
chief markets has remained cheerful, 
security prices have held up well and 
the view still prevails that the strikes 
will be settled before the business re- 
vival has been s¢viously crippled. 
With the railroads refusirg the pres- 
ident’s proposal fpr restorut on ot full 
seniority to the striking shopmen 
financial quarters are now focusing 
their attention on coal production fig- 
ures and railroad traffic statistics. 
Taking the latest available figures, 
those for the week ended July 22, the 
movement of freight, exclusive of coal, 
remains rather good. Total loadings 


of 861,000 cars showed a slight im- 

provement over the previous week and | 

were within 16,000 cars of the eri 

record for the year. Exclusive of 

coal the loadings were the highest in | 

history for this season of the year. | 
Coal Production, 

Coal production appears to he re- 
covering but slowly from the low level 
of three weeks ago. 

Continuing the slight gain pre- 
viously recorded, the past week start- 
ed with a further betterment. Al- 
thongh the complete figures for the 
week are not yet available it would 
appear doubtful whether the output 
has risen very materially above the 
4,000,000 ton level. Much depends,

therefore, upon the measures being 
now taken to reduce congestion on the 
coal-carrying roads. 

So far the steel industry seems to 


be the chief sufferer on account of 
the strikes. Not long ago beth the 
steel] corporation and the independents 
were operating at approximately 75 
per cent of capacity. Duriag the 
past week the rate for the former 
fell to 70 per cent, and that for the 
latter to per cent. The loss has 
not been as rapid as the trade antici- 
pated, but it is believed that condi- 
tions will become worse before they 
become better.

Crop Prospect$. 

Crop prospects show little change. 
The government’s ecotten crom estimate 
as of July 25, which was made onblic 
Tuesday showed an increase in antici- 
pated yield of 384,000 bales, the crop 
being placed at 11,499,000 bales. Nev- 
ertheless, the trade fad expected the 
estimate to be some 250,000 bales 
larger than actually turned out to be 
the case. A sharp rally in prices oc- 
but the gains were lost he- 
fore the week closed. Grain prices 
continued to drag, and traders expect 
tomorrow's government estimate to 
record a slight increase in the yield 
of wheat. | 

Money rates’remain at recent low 
levels with no sign of immediate 
tightening and the reservation of the 
combined federal reserve syst-m has 
reached a new high of 79.6 per cent. 
This is due partly to importations of 
British gold which may have ceased 
for the time being, but it is clear 
that the underlying credit situation 
remains unchanged.

Merchants Think 


New York, August 6.—A_ tele- 
graphic business survey made by the 
Journal of Commerce indicates lead- 
ing dry goods merchants agree that 
prosperity is “just around the corner.” 

While business has been holding 


back for some time and while mer- | 


chants have been unwilling to stock 
up or to contract for supplies at any 
great distance ahead, it is believed 
fundamental conditions have so far 
improved that business will be brisk. 
Such sentiments are particularly ex- 
pressed by the leaders in the south- 
ern merchandising field in the gen- 
eral business survey. 

The merchant has been unwilling to 
buy for distant requirements, but this 
has been due largely to the general 
uncertainty existing. Hesitating pur- 
chases have been the rule since defla- 
tion started in. Not until prices have 
adjusted themselves to what appears 
to be a stable basis will merchants 


in the past. 

This situation, according to the sur- 
vey, is rapidly changing. It is es 
pecially evident in that the merchants 
are having no trouble with credits and 
are able today to obtain all bank 
backing they desire. Merchandising 
stocks, however, are low. They wil 
probably be increased if the dealers 
are assured mills are not intending to 
advance prices. Wholesale stocks are 
fair and believed to be ample, but 
the wholesalers are cautioning pro- 
ducers not to advance prices on any 
probable increase in ‘orders this 
season.

CENTRAL OF GEORGIA RAILWAY MEETS AN EMERGENCY 


The public has a right to know the manner in which a railway measures up to 
its duty of furnishing uninterrupted transportation for the protection of business. 
The Central of Georgia Railway, with pride in its organization, presents the facts 
concerning its ability to serve its patrons faithfully during the emergency due to the 
strike of the Federated Shopcrafts, which has been in progress since July 1st. 


 ° The month of July, 1922, 
the history of the railway, yet in spite of increased business and decreased forces, no 
passenger train was annulled, all freight offered was handled, several special move- 
ments were operated and a big holiday travel was movéd. Thus the usual good rec- 
ord for efficiency and prompt handling of passengers and freight was maintained. 


We handled during July, 70,578 revenue loads as against 65,856 during the 
same month last year; Qn increase of 4,722 loads, or 7.2%. In June, the month 
before the strike, we handled 68,147 loads, our July record showing an increase of 


2,431 loads, or 3.6%. 


oe 


The prompt movement of the perishable fruit crop, to the satisfaction of the 
growers, was accomplished during July. We handled 6,533 cars of peaches, melons 
and cantaloupes, an average of 261 cars for each of the 25 working days in the 
month. Owing to a 40% reduction in the peach crop, the fruit movement was de- 
creased 867 cars from last year. 


With the nation depending upon the south for its coal supply, all previous rec- 
ords of the Central of Georgia were eclipsed. We loaded on our own lines 1,741 
cars as against 915 in July of last year, a gain of 826, or 90.3%. In June of 
1922 we loaded 1,529 cars of coal. : 


When the shopmen left their work on July 1st our equipment was in splendid 
condition and it has been kept up to the standard during the month just past. On 
August 1st, 1922, we had 8,075 serviceable system freight cars, or 87.8% of the 
total number we own; a better showing than on August 1st, 1921, when we had 
in service 7,974, or 87.1% of the number we then owned. 


On the first of this month we had 276 locomotives in. good, serviceable condi- 
tion and 38 in the shops for repairs. ,A year ago, this date, we had 264 locomotives 
in service and 52 in the shops for repairs, the percentage of good order locomo- 
tives now being 87.9% as against 83.5% in August, 1921. 


During the “‘strike-month” we ran 2,934 passenger trains of which 2,888, or 
98.4%, were on time or maintained schedule. We ran 426 fast freight trains of 
which 342, or 80.39%, were on time. Our seashore business to and from Tybee 


passengers as against 124,211 in June. 


The credit for this fine record of achievement goes to the officers and men 
in the various departments who have put forth unusual endeavors to meet the situa- 
tion. Our Master Mechanics and other supervisory officers have worked continuously 
to keep our plant in operation. Their loyal service and the fine condition of ‘our 
engines and cars would enable us to operate for at least sixty days longer, with 
the same degree of efficiency attained during July. However, we are now, recruit- 
ing our forces and are daily adding experienced men to our ranks. Within the next 
two months we expect to have a full complement of workers, and we shall continue 
our efforts to serve the public. 


We are soliciting business and we are ready to handle it, day or night, as oc- 
casion demands. We make grateful acknowledgement of friendly support and help- 
ful co-operation from the public generally.

The 
governorship contest has held the spot- 
light most of the time, but the con- 
tests for other places on the state 
ticket have been spirited. 
Many Candidates. 


Ohio voters must select candidates 
for governor, other state offices, for 
United States senator and congress- 
men, for the state legislature, for 
‘ county and judicial posts, and for 
county and state party committees. 

There are sixty-three candidates 
for nominations in the two parties for 
state office and United States senator 
alone. 

In all congressional districts, with 
the exception of two, present repre- 
sentatives are seeking renomination. 
All present representatives are re- 
publicans. The two who are not can- 
didates for congress are seeking other 
offices. Representative Charles L. 
Knight, of Akron, is an aspirant for 
the governorship, and Representative 
Simeon D. Fess, of Yellow Springs, 
is a candidate for the senate. 

Among the nine republican candi- 
dates for the governorship there is one 
“light beer and wine” candidate, C. 
Homer -Durand, of Coshocton, and 
one negro candidate, Harry Clay 
Smith, of Cleveland. 

Carmi Favored. 


Political dopesters believe Carmi, of 
Cleveland, who has held several state 
offices, will win the republican nom- 
ination for governor. Thompson is 
regarded as the favorite of the Wash- 
ington administration and has the 
“ot of the Anti-Saloon league. 

Donahey, former state auditor, 
who was a candidate two years ago, 
is expected to win the democratic 
nomination. Donahey has been given 
a hard fight by Judge James G. John- 
pon, of the Ohio supreme court. 

Senator Atlee Pomerene is expected 
to be renominated by the democrats, 
while Representative Fess will proba- 
bly be selected by the republicans to 
oppose him. 

All Jump Thompson. 

The fact that Thompson is credited 
with being an agministration candi- 
date has caused most of his oppo- 
nents to turn their heavy artillery 
on him, while throwing hand grenades 
at each other. One accusation against 
Thompson has been that he is a tool 
of the Anti-Saloon league. He has 
also been called the “millionaire can- 
didate.”’ 

Representative Knight declared open 
war on the “political bosses and their 
hand-picked candidate, Thompson.” 
When Knight appeared to be occu- 
pying the center of the stage other 
candidates attacked him. They 
charged, among other things, that he 
was spending too much money. 

Secretary of State Harvey C. 
Smith, another republican candidate 
for governor, charges. Harry Clay 
Smith, the negro candidate, was drag- 
ged into the race to confuse the voters 
and deprive him of their support.

FROM DOUGHERTY 
DEMOCRAT POLLS 


Albany, Ga., August 6.—(Special.) 
It evidently is the desire of the dem- 
ocratic executive committee of Dough- 
erty county to discourage republicans 
from voting in the county primary, 
and the point ts made by some local 
critics that in going beyond the rules 
of the state committee, the county 
committee exceeded its authority.
